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About  the  Friends 


In  December  1956  a  group  of  public-spirited  individuals  founded  the  Friends  of  the  Whitney 
Museum  of  American  Art.  Its  purposes  were  to  stimulate  the  wider  understanding  and 
enjoyment  of  American  art,  and  in  particular  to  assist  the  Whitney  Museum  in  acquiring 
works  for  its  permanent  collection,  and  to  help  in  its  other  activities. 

During  the  past  seven  years  the  Friends  have  given  the  Museum  44  paintings,  10  water- 
colors  and  collages,  5  drawings,  and  20  pieces  of  sculpture,  or  a  total  of  79  works.  Most  of 
these  works  are  by  living  artists.  Many  of  them  are  major  examples  which  have  filled  conspicu- 
ous gaps  in  the  Museum's  collection.  The  Friends  funds  have  also  helped  the  Whitney  to 
expand  its  publication  program  and  enlarge  its  exhibition  catalogues. 

A  leading  feature  of  the  Friends'  program  has  been  a  series  of  annual  loan  exhibitions, 
organized  by  the  Exhibition  Committee  in  collaboration  with  the  Museum  staff.  These  shows 
have  varied  in  character  from  year  to  year,  but  in  general  have  centered  around  the  collecting 
of  American  art  by  individuals  and  corporations.  This  year's  exhibition,  the  seventh  in  the 
series,  is  devoted  to  acquisitions  by  individual  members  of  the  Friends  over  the  past  five  years. 

On  behalf  of  the  Friends  I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Exhibition  Committee, 
and  its  Chairman,  Hudson  D.  Walker,  for  the  time  and  thought  they  have  devoted  to  the 
planning  of  this  exhibition.

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Foreword 


The  Friends  of  the  Whitney  Museum  now  number  about  190  members.  In  the  past  seven 
years  the  funds  provided  by  them  have  purchased  many  works  for  the  Museum's  collection, 
and  have  helped  the  Museum  in  other  essential  ways. 

One  of  the  Friends'  most  important  activities  is  the  annual  Friends'  exhibition,  planned 
by  their  Exhibition  Committee.  This  year  the  Committee  decided  to  assemble  an  exhibition

of  works  by  20th-century  American  artists  purchased  by  individual  members  of  the  Friends 
for  their  personal  collections  during  the  past  five  years.  Letters  and  questionnaires  were  sent 
to  all  members,  asking  each  one  to  suggest  up  to  ten  works.  The  replies  listed  over  750  paintings 
and  sculptures  by  over  200  artists.  From  this  rich  cross-section  of  material  150  works  were 
selected  for  the  current  exhibition.  The  aim  was  to  present  as  far  as  possible  a  balanced  picture 
of  American  art  of  our  time.  The  Whitney  Museum  is  devoting  all  its  galleries  to  the  show. 
The  diversity  of  styles  and  the  variations  in  taste  shown  in  the  exhibition  will  naturally 
mean  that  everyone  will  not  be  pleased  by  every  work,  but  by  and  large  everyone  should  find 
works  that  appeal  to  his  or  her  taste.  As  long  as  we  have  this  diversity  among  artists,  it  will 
present  challenges  to  serious  collectors,  students  and  the  public.  It  is  best  that  way.  Even  if  I 
am  not  personally  attracted  at  first  acquaintance  with  some  present-day  works,  I  hope  that 
they  will  mean  more  to  me  after  longer  exposure.  An  elderly  relative  of  mine,  who  had  little 
experience  with  modern  art,  was  asked  how  she  liked  a  contemporary  exhibition.  She  replied, 


"I  see  a  lot  of  paintings  I  think  I  will  get  to  like."  This  liberal  viewpoint  does  not  always  exist 
in  the  present-day  art  world. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  members  of  the  Exhibition  Committee,  who  planned  the  present 
exhibition  and  advised  on  ways  and  means  to  assemble  it;  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Whitnev 
Museum,  particularly  to  John  Gordon,  Curator,  who  did  the  involved  detail  work  necessary 
to  bring  it  into  being.
